WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Tentative plans for the 
funeral of former President Wilson as announced today 
by Dir. Grayson provide for brief private services at the 
S Street residence at 3 p. rn. Wednesday. 
This service will be followed by another at 3:30 
o’clock at Bethlehem chapel in the cathedral ML S t Al* 
bans where the body will be placed in a vault until ar­ 
rangements have been made as to the final resting place. 
It was decided not to hold a state funeral as pro­ 
posed by some or to have the body to lie in state at the 
capitol. 
A large number of friends and former associates will 
be designated as active and honorary pall bearers. Among 
them are Bernard M. Baruch, Vance McCormick, Cleve­ 
land Hodges, Cyrus McCormick, some of the members of 
Mr. Wilson’s war time cabinet and others who were asso­ 
ciated with him during his term at the White House. 
White House officials again were in communication 
with the Wilson home today to render what assistance 
they could. During the morning Secretary Weeks called 
on relatives of the former president and offered to a&ist 
in any plans they might have in mind for a military guard 
of honor at the funeral and entombmenL 
The Rev. James H. Taylor, pastor of the Central 
Presbyterian church, which Mr. Wilson attended during 
his residence in Washington probably will deliver the 
funeral sermon.

GROWTH OF A GREAT MOVEMENT 
Consolidated schools are increasing In number; one-room 
schools are disappearing, and more school money is being 
spent for transportation of pupils each year. Data on consoli­ 
dated schools show that 1,628 were formed in the school year 
of 1921-22. Fourteen states did not report the number of con­ 
solidations that year. Among the fourteen are Ohio, Kansas, 
North Carolina and Maryland, known to be making consider­ 
able progress in consolidation. The most accurate figures ob­ 
tainable show that there were 11,890 consolidated schools in 
the United States in 1820. Estimating an increase of at least 
3.000 in the next two years, there were in 1922 approximately 
15.000 consolidated schools. Lousiana, Indiana and Ohio each 
reports 1,000 such schools; Texas, Virginia and Mississippi 
each more than 600. 
There were 187,951 one-room schools reported in 1920. 
Two years later the estimated number was 179,450, a decrease 
of 8,501. Most of this decrease is due to consolidation. Some 
of it is due to a natural growth of small schools into larger 
two- and three-room schools. Replacing approximately 4,000 
little schools each year by something better is a considerate 
achievement. 
The amount spent for transportation was $14,514,544 in 
1920, with eight states not reporting. For 1922 it was $20,- 
624,805, an increase of more ehtn $6,000,000, again with no 
reports from eight states. Iowa, Ohio and Indiana each spent 
over $2,000,000 in this way; Minnesota, North Dakota, Mass­ 
achusetts and New Jersey each 
more 
than 
$1,000,000.—

WOODROW WILSON. 


-A- 
THE NEWS EXTRA. 
Sunday morning when news of President Wilson’s death 
was flashed over the wires The News at once began work on 
an extra. It was just 35 minutes from the time the message 
was Received until the paper was on the streets. How is that 
for quick service? It has always been the policy of The News 
to give the very best service possible, regardless of every­ 
thing. Its readers have expressed their appreciation "frequently 
of the service given them, hence 
the 
management of the 
paper feels under obligation to give them the best it possibly 
can. 
It was on armistice day that The News broke all records 
in the state by issuing five editions beginning with one at 4 
a. rn. and ending with the final at 4 :30 p. rn. 


Today marks the sixty-third anniversary of the meeting 
of the first Confederate congress. At that time only seven 
states has seceded and the opening gun of the war had not yet 
been fired. The leaders had little idea of what was ahead of 
the South when they gathered to organize a new government. 
They looked upon it as the birth of a pew American nation 
and entertained high hopes of the future. The new congress 
convened at Montgomery, Alabama, and it was always a 
question among the men of the day if it would have been bet­ 
ter if that city had been made the permanent capitol. The 
organizers 
were 
men 
of 
superior 
ability, 
and 
went 
about their work with great earnestness. The new organiza­ 
tion was soon perfected and how well it functioned may be 
judged by the record made during the next four years when 
it provided ways and means of continuing a very unequal con­ 
flict All of the actors in that eventful drama at Montgomery 
have passed from the stage but their memories will always 
be revered by the generations which have and will succeed 
them. Perhaps it was best that the Union he preserved un­ 
broken but these men were honest in their convictions that a 
separation was desirable. 


After a lot of fuss about ex-Secretary Fall not being able 
to come before the senate committee for further examination 
he was finally brought in and then flatly refused to answer 
the questions propounded. He might have told them that at 
the outset and saved a lot of trouble. His present attitude dif­ 
fers considerably from that he assumed when he left New 
Orleans in answer to the summons saying that he would soon 
put a quietus on his persecutors. Reminds us of the threat Joe 
Bailey made some years ago when he left Washington declar­ 
ing he was going back to Texas to drive his enemies into the 
gulf. They are not there yet but Joe has been a private citizen 
for a number of years. Sometimes a man tackles a job that 
is too big for him. 


The final chapter has been written in the life of a man who 
is destined to rhnk as one of America’s greatest statesmen. 
With the passing of Woodrow Wilson the world loses one of 
its most illustrious citizens, a man who gave his life for his 
country and the cause of world peace*' 
Wilson came upon the stage of action ut a crisis in tho 
world’s history, although at the time there were no clouds on 
the horizon and it appeared improbable that his administra­ 
tion would differ little from those of other able executives 
who had occupied the White House before him. Some feared 
that his being * a hcholar^ rather thin 
a 
participant 
in politics 
would 
mean 
an 
administration 
wherein 
academic 
theories 
would 
prevail, 
but 
even 
in 
the 
early days of his term of service he gave ample proof that his 
studies had not obscured his vision nor shaken his grasp on 
tiff* questions of th£ day. From the beginning his administra­ 
tion was one of constructive legislation and seldom has so 
much been accomplished in so short a time. He proved him­ 
self a leader of men and was able to command the support 
of his party as few others ever did. He had little regard for 
red tape and time worn precedents. He broke both whenever 
they interferred with decisive action. He saw no impropriety 
in going before congress in person nor of going to the capitol 
to confer with senators and representatives whenever this 
course appeared desirable to achieve the results he had ir 
mind. 


However, Wilson will be remembered longest because of 
his position in the World war. No man ever shrank from en­ 
tering hostilities more than did Wilson, but when he felt that 
the honor of his country was at stake he threw the entire 
resources of the nation into the struggle and in spite of all the 
drawbacks and delays resulting from the condition of unpre­ 
paredness in which the country was at that time, his efforts 
bore speedy fruit and the United States accomplished what 
Germany and the Allies themselves regarded as impossible. 
The Allies were apparently in their last ditch when the Am 
ericans arrived but the new troops vrere soon fighting with 
the precision of veterans and in less than two years tho strug 
gle was over. 


Then came the Versailles peace conference. Wilson’s fa­ 
mous dictum of “making the world safe for democracy” was 
in the tongue of every nation. Unwilling to risk others to 
land Ie the herculean task, Wilson broke another precedent 
»y leaving the United States and attending the conference in 
person. Then came the mightiest struggle of his life. The old 
methods of diplomacy were too strongly entrenched in the 
minds and hearts of the representatives of the other nations 
o be changed overnight. Wilson found that each was eager 
to grab all it could from the general wreckage vpth little 
regard to the permanent peace that Wilson had in mind. They 
were not yet ready to beat their swords into plowshares as 
Wilsoft was eager for one and all to do. 
However, he did succeed in having the League of Nations 
made a part of the famous treaty that was evolved after sev­ 
eral months of strenuous negotiation and he hoped to see this 
country yet play a leading role in abolishing war through the 
rule of reason and justice. Here again he was to meet disap­ 
pointment. In the United States there were still men ready to 
wum everything to a partisan advantage and these men lost 
no time in assailing the Wilson plan, many of them apparent­ 
ly actuated chiefly by jealously of the man who presented it. 
The treaty was lost in the senate and the United States made 
a separate treaty with Germany. However, Wilson was not 
”eady to acknowledge defeat when opposition appeared. He^ 
had implicit confidence in the people of the country who had 
twice honored him with the highest honor within their gift 
and he determined to carry his fight straight to them. His 
strength was already taxed to the limit by the months of war 
and other months of the Versailles conference as well as by 
the problems of reconstruction and he knew that he was risk­ 
ing his life. However, his fight was for the peace of the world 
and he was willing to pay the supreme price if he could ac­ 
complish his purpose. What followed is a matter still fresh 
in the minds of his people. After a few speeches his constitu­ 
tion broke under the strain and from that day Woodrow 
Wilson was a man broken in body but not in spirit. His life 
had hung on a slender thread from the hour of his breakdown 
but when the end approached he could say “I am ready.” 
What the future holds, none of us knows. However, the 
world is still groping towards permanent peace and it is 
not impossible that some of even the present generation may 
see the day when the world will have agreed upon a plan that 
will make war impossible. The day is destined to come sooner 
or later and when it arrives millions will rise up and bless the 
name of Woodrow Wilson, the apostle of peace. He was con­ 
tent to abide by the verdict of posterity and it is posterity 
that will eventually accord him the honor to which he is en­ 
titled. Lincoln was bitterly assailed in his day and suffered 
many wounds from the shafts of men of even his own party 
whb were unable to comprehend his mighty ideals and the 
case of Wilson is not different from his. His body will moulder 
in the tomb but his works will live until the twilight shades 
of creation’s evening shall fall.

The result was a treaty in which ail 
got something and it was denounced 
by its opponents as a breeder

wars rather than a treaty of peace. 
It would require a large volume 
to tell all the 
interesting 
things 
that happened to Woodrow Wilson 
while he was participating in mak­ 
ing the treaty of peace in Paris in 
that historic winter of 1918-1919. 
It would require another large 
volumne to tell the engrossing sto­ 
ry of diplomatic manoeuvers, 
in­ 
trigues, and dramatic moments that 
attended it. Publication of either at 
his time probably would result in 
the creation of Annanias clubs ou 
both sides of the Atlantic and cer­ 
tainly would not add to good feel­ 
ing among peoples who are looking 
forward to an end of wars and an 
era of peace. 
Woodrow Wilson himself would 
not wish it. When, in 1920, he ac­ 
cepted the Nobel Peace Prize for 
being "the person who has promot­ 
ed most or best the fraternity of 
nations and the abolishment or di­ 
minution of standing armies and the 
formation and increase 
of 
peace 
congresses’’ he said: 
“The cause of peace 
and 
the 
cause of truth are of one family. 
W hatever has been accomplished in 
the past is petty compared to the 
glory of the promise of the future.’* 
Woodrow Wilson lived his 
last 
years and died in “the glory of the 
promise of the 
future" 
confident 
that right as he saw" it would ulti­ 
mately prevail. IJe never lost faith 
in the League of Nations but he lost 
faith in some of the human beings 
who w ert*its inevitable elements. 
He closed his eyes confident that 
as a m in of letters and a president 
he Imd done his best for humanity 
but that his best was not all that he 
might have wished. 
Time alone can write his epitaph.
